LAMPKIN DEPLORES 
LOW PAY SCHOOL 
TEACHERS GET 


S t Louis, Nov. 8.—Uel W. Lam- 
kin, former state superintendent of 
public schools, in an address be* 
fore the Elementary Division of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Associa­ 
tion, yesterday, declared that Che 
low wage paid to Missouri teach­ 
ers is responsible for the fact that 
Missouri “ranks thirty-second in 
educational 
opportunity 
in 
the 
United States.’* 
The question of teaching efficien­ 
cy all comes back, he said, to the 
question of adequate salaries for 
the teachers. 
“Missouri has not kept pace.” he 
said, “with other crates in educa­ 
tional advancement. It amounts to 
nothing to talk about Missouri’s 
rank in literacy for that means 
nothing more than the ability to 
read and write/* 
His speech seemed a reply 10 
State 
Superintendent of 
Public 
Schools Sam A. Baker, who in a 
speech Wednesday painted an op­ 
timistic 
picture 
of 
the 
public 
school 
conditions 
in 
Missouri 
Baker declared that the Missouri 
schools ranked among the “upper 
third** and that there is no short­ 
age of teachers. 
Lamkin, who was Baker's demo­ 
cratic opponent in the campaign 
for state superintendent in 1918 
and who now is in charge of the 
division of rehabilitation of the 
United States Beard of Vocational 
Training, declared that a survey 
made by Missouri educators show­ 
ed the 6tate to be thirty-second in 
efficiency. The report also showed, 
he said, that Missouri is not even 
holding its own in educational ad­ 
vancement 
This report, he said, was made 


• under the auspices of the state 
I teacher colleges, the state unlver* 
| sity and the State Tochers* As- 
| sociation. 
He said he as 
State 
superintendent did not make the 
survey, but that it was made dur­ 


ing bis incumbency in that office. 
T he report was made, be said, be­ 
cause the Russell Sage Founda­ 
tion, which made an extensive sur­ 
vey of public schools, ranked the 
state as thirty-secbnd. 
Baker in 
his speech pointed in roseate hue 
the condition of Missouri schools. 
He said tlmre was only a shortage 
of sixty-four teachers. 
I^amkin said that while the nu­ 
merical shortage may not be large, 
the payment of money to many 
teachers 
employed 
constr, utes a 
waste of public funds. 
*T would not be willing/' Lam­ 
kin said, “to limit the educational 
opportunities of my 9-year-old boy 
th the Missouri rural schools.*’ 
He sharply criticised the Fif­ 
tieth general assembly which he 
declared had not passed a single 
act of constructive school legisla­ 
tion. 
He said it passed a good 
compulsory attendance law. 
but 
stopped there. 
He said many salaries of office­ 
holders had been increased, but 
there was little increase in the 
salary of school teachers. 
“The salary of the state superin­ 
tendent of public schools was in­ 
creased $1500 a year, or 50 per 
cent, said it should have been in­ 
creased; the salaries of ali the 
state officers were increased $750 
a year and they should have been. 
“T he legislature increased the 
salary of the penitentiary guards 
from $85 to $100 a month, and that 
was right; the lawmakers increas­ 
ed the salaries of the clerks of the 
departments at Jefferson City from 
$1800 to $2100. and that was right; 
the legislature 
raised the chief 
clerks from $2400 to $2800. and no­ 
body complains about that; they 
raised circuit judge salaries from 


$3200 to $4500 a year, and they 
sh oui * have been raised: the leg 
lslature raised th** salaries of the 
St. Louis police from $100 to $115. 
and that was all right; the city or 
the legislature raised all salaries 
in St. Louis, and it should have 
been done. 
“Now we are advised that the 
teachers have been raised ll per 
cent, this being upon an average 
annual salary 
of $356 
for rural 
school teachers and $564 when the 
whole group Is considered together. 
“The raise given to the circuit 
judges was three times as much 
as the average annual salary of a 
school teacher/* 
Rank is Disgrace to State. 
He declared that Missouri’s rank 
in illiteracy in white native born 
citizens Is a disgrace to the state. 
Te said that low salaries is re 
sponsible for the fact that elemen­ 
tary teachers of the state are not 
up to the standard 
Twenty-nine 
per cent know nothing of the sci­ 
ence of agriculture; 87 per cent 
know nothing about social rconom-j 
ics: 50 per cent have never stud­ 
ied rural school management.
